ITasUlin's Desk. 


One of the most valuable and interest- i 


ing pieces of furniture in Philadelphia is 
owned by Dr. fioland G. Curtin and has 
a place of honor in his office, at 32 South 
Eighteenth street. It is Benjamin 
Franklin's desk, tlie very one he used 
for 20 or n>ore years, and at which he 
did most of his writing, and in which 
he kept most of his papers. 


IE is big and broad, with a flat top 


and two tiers of ample English, oiik 
drawers and two drawers in the middle. 
There are two fronts, making both sides 
alike. The wood is the finest solid ma- 
hogany, the brasswork is handmade 
and the desk was evidently intended to 
last for generations. A great stack of 
letters and old newf=paper clippings toll 
the story of the desk. 


After the death of Dr. SYanklin it 


came into the possession of tho 
known Philadelphia exchange brokeis. j 
One letter is very curious. It is- from 
Rev. Edwin Town, to whose uncle it , 
was bequeathed by Mr. "Whelen. That 
letter is to William Bradford, a member 
of councils ia 1857, after the desk was 
placed in Independence hall and attract- 
ed great attention. In it, after explod- 
ing the theory that Dr. Franklin and 
Mr. \Vielcn had private transactions 
which led to the possession of the desk, 
Mr. Town says: ' 'I shall continue to be- 
lieve, as I have for the last 40 years, 
that the desk was absolutely the proper- 
ty of Dr. Franklin and that Mr. Wlielen, 
Sr., came into possession of it either be- 
fore the doctor's death or soon after, 
when a part of his effects were disposed 
of, including the old desk, which Joseph 
Carr, formerly of Bertram's garden, 
tbe errand boy of Dr. Franklin at the 
time Of his death (1790), is positive he 
remembers as occupying a place in the 
chamber on the right of the entrance 
hall of the doctor's mansion, which 
stood at that day on the ground now oc- 
cupied by Franklin place." 


Dr. Curtin got the desk from one of 


the present members, of the To-« n fam- 
ily. It has been estimated that it m:>y 
be 150 yejirs old.—Philadelphia Times. 


Ihe Ways of Xa4i»n ^Icdtcmu Men.

Major A. E. Woodson, agent of the ' 


Obeysnnc and Arapahoe Indians of Ok- 
lahomn, says that the reign of tba inecl- 
ioine men is one of the greatest outrages 
of tbe present day, and as a direct re- 
sult of their pernicious practice one-third 
of tbe children bom of Indian parents 
die every year. 


Two of Black Coyote's children were 


taken sick, and, instead o: takiug them 
to the government hospital, ho sent for 
the medicine man, who blew a sjropu 
powder into the lungs, ears and tho 
nostrils of one of the little patients. 
That medicine failing, the medicine 
man made an incision with his knifo 
nnder the tongue of tho child, with the 
result that death soon followed. When 
the green powder failed to restore tlio 
child to health, tlie medicine man de- 
clared that there was a ghost under tbe 
child's tongue, and it was to kill tae 
ghost that he made tbe incision. 


Tho medicine mail then adopted he- 


roic measures iu order to save the other 


He took it into a tent, stripped 


it naked and laid it on n cot. He then 
heated a big pile of rocks in the tent 
and whea they were hot he threw water 
on them, filling tho tent with steam 
and causing the child to sweat copious- 
ly. ^Vheu tlio child was covered with 
perspiration, he tcuk it out iu tlio cold 
air and sent it homo without having 
taken any precaution to keep it from 
getting cold. Next morning the child 
was dead. This is only one of the hun- 
dreds of such outrages against the health 
and life of innocent people. The big 
medicine man of the Cheyenne1! is Little 
Man, who IIT.CS near Cautoncment. He 
maLes his medicines every year ,uid dis- 
tributes them to the other medicine 
men.—Boston Tianscript. 


What Is a Sailing Ship? 


The average landsman may be sur- 


prised to hear that there ia doubt as to 
what constitutes a wiling ship in tbg 
eye of the law. This question was> raited 
in London the other d.iy before a divi- 
sional court of admiralty. Mr. Cominifc- 
sioner Kerr held that a bargo which had 
a jury «HJ! tip to as'-ist the Towers was 
a sailing ve«-cl and held b>u in fault 
for a collision \\hich occurred in B.irk- 
iiig creek between, iier and a sailing 
barge, on tho groniid that she could stiul 
ought to ha\u kopt, out of the way.

"Oiir family left Tennessee in the 


full of ls-3o and reached the Missis- 
sippi rivv-r about the 1st of Decem- 
ber. The winter cumd on early, aad 
by the ri^io we got to Massey's iron 
works the snow was so deep that our 
teams could not make tho usoal 
daily tlistnncix "We expected that 
the suow would soon melt and pleas- 
ant weather return, but the temper- 
ature kept falling- from day to day 
and the sky continued cloudy and 
threatening. 


"Tlie country was an unbroken 


wilderness, with only here and 
there a wagon trail made by thu 
home seekers who had g6ne before 
ts? to the western frontier. When 
the snow reached a depth of IS inch- 
es, our situation became extremely 
uncomfortable and perilous, 
Tho 


trackless waste then all looked 
alike, and a more desolate scene was 
never beheld in this latitude by 
homeless wanderers. We conld trav- 
el but a few miles a day and wera 
in constant danger of getting lost 
I should judge that the mercury was 
down as low as zero most of the 
time, but we had no thermometer 
to measure tie cold. The country 
was full of wild beasts, and packs 
of hungry wolves howled around 
our camp every night. Fortunately 
for us, we fell in with a party of 
Canadian for traders and Indians, 
who were coming into the Ozark 
country, and they became bur guidos 
through the snow covered wilds of 
southern Missouri. But for this good 
fortune I do not believe we could 
have completed our journey. The 
Indians knew the country well, and 
they guided us from day to day 
slowly through the deepening snow- 
drifts. 


"Now and then the sun would 


shine through the broken clouds, 
but the faint rays shed but little 
warmth on the frozen earth. Sun- 
dogs .always appeared in the heav- 
ens : when the sky was clear, and 
a biting frost tilled the air every 
cloudless morning. By the 'middle 
of December the snow was nearly 
two feet deep, and our wagons esuld 
hardly be pnlled through some of 
the drifts. ' 


"Small game perished from star- 


vation and became food for larger 
anilnals. Wild turkeys died by thou- 
sands, and wolves' devoured the dead 
birds. Whole flocks of turkeys-wonld 
drop from their roosts at night, ex- 
hausted by hunger and cold. Very 
few quails survived that terrible 
winter. 


"It was the 16th of January whesn 


we reached the Springfield; settle- 
ment, having trudged through, the 
snow for nearly six weeks and trav- 
eled only about 200 miles in that 
time. The snow remained in drifts 
till the middle of March and hardly 
began to molt before the last of Feb- 
ruary- Nearly all intercourse be- 
tween the few settlenients in- south- 
west Missouri was cut off by the se- 
vere cold, and bat for the abundance 
of game starvation would have beez 
the fate of some of the pioneer fam- 
ilies. The deer became as tame as 
sheep almost, and the settler could 


i shoot a buck from his cabin door 
when meat was needtjd. Ammuni- 
tion was more precious than gold,. 
and no one shot a gun for mere 
sport. That was the hardest winter 
I ever saw, considering the unusual 
length of the cold season and the 
depth of the snow. .Before-'the war 
the old settlers always spoke of it 
as 'the cold 'winter.'7 "—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

fashion in binding underwent a consid- 
erable change, the graceful simplicity 
of the early work, with its rather severe 
aud restrained ornament, giving place 
to a heavy, overdecorated style, in which 
a superabundance of gilding bid pover- 
ty of design.

To be shipwrecked and stranded 


for seven long days upon the coral 
reefs in the far away Bed Sea, along 
the coast of Africa, is cot the most 
pleasant pastime to contemplate, but 
such, nevertheless, was the dreadful 
experience of Chauncey F. Lufkin, 
of this city. Such was the startling 
news received but a day or two ago by 
Mrs. Lulkln from her husband, whom 
she hoped was safe and well at his 
journey's end, in India, during the 
week that he, together with 259 oth- 
er passengers and a ship's crew was 


falling away long hours of terrible 


suspense and anxiety with only tbe 
hull of a disabled, unseawonhy ves- 
•el between them and a watery grave 
in tbe sea upon which they had been 
wrecked. 


As has been previously stated in 


.he TIMES DBMOCBAT,. Mr. Lufkin 
eft here about the 23d of last De- 
cember, bound for France and India, 
upon a mission o! business relative to 
.he Standard Oil Company, of which 
ic is a prominent representative. 
He went first to Paris, and from 
here, In company wltb some friends, 
le started in February for Singapore, 
ndia, to execute the purpose of his 
mission. Their ship, the royal mail 
learner Oratava, of the Orient line, 
evidently by reason of either careless- 
ness or Ignorance on the part of the 
iliot, ran some ten or twelve miles 
out of har course and struck on the 
coral reefs,

on the night of February 22d, not- 
withstanding the good weather they 
were enjoying at the time. How 
badly the vessel was Injured they did 
not know, but after events proved 
ber to have been ail but ."finished" 
when they were finally rescued. For 
fee first three days, on Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday, the weather 
was beautiful, but on Thursday a 
terrific 
gale struck

not a soul was lost seems miraculous. 
The heavy gale forced the. disabled 
ship into a dangerous position and at 
high tides every monster wave threat- 
ened to swamp the vessel and send 
It, with 260 souls to che bottom of 
the Bed Sea or drifting helplessly 
and almost hopelessly in frail crafts 
upon the vast expanse of angry wat- 
ers.

Mrs. Lufkin was seen at her home, 


610 west Market street to-day and 
she very kindly furnished a represent- 
ative of the -TIHES-DBMOCRAT with 
the information imparted to ber by

Daniel Rowlands asked what por- 
ion of the improvement would hare 
o bs paid for by the street railway
